13 . (previously presented) A method for preparing a 
composition according to claim 1, comprising the following 
steps : 

at least one maceration at a temperature from 25 
to 50°C and, preferably 35°C, of dried Aphani zomenonf lo s - aquae 
var. flos -aquae blue algae in the presence of enzymes such as 
cellulases, pectinases, and glucanases, for a time from ten 
minutes to ten hours, and preferably for four hours under 
stirring, 
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a liquid/solid separation by centrif ugat ion, 

a liquid/liquid separation by a membrane 
filtration method , 

drying and/or dilution in a solution containing 
specific adjuvants for example sorbitol, 

optional specific separation of the different 
thereby extracted constituents, for example by chromatography, 
the different substances obtained may be used alone or as a 
mixture . 

14 . (previously presented) The method according to 
claim 13, wherein the drying step is a standard (heat) drying 
step or a drying step by nebulization or freeze-drying. 

15. (previously presented) The method according to 
claim 13, wherein the aforesaid extract is dissolved in an 
aqueous solution such as a water/sorbitol mixture. 

16. (previously presented) A composition for 
treating at least one of the upper layers of the epidermis of 
hair comprising a composition according to claim 1 and a 
pharmaceut ically or cosmetically acceptable carrier for use of 
skin or hair.
